Tbe jury, at the request of the defondints' 
counsel, in addition to their general ver- 
dict, found specially that tbe defend- 
ants did aiireo with ihe plaintiff, as staled in 
the tecotid particulars, and assessed the 
amount at 39 000 aud inierest, as above 
Btutcd. 

On ihe 24th of February the defendants 
obtained u rule lo sbo* cause why that ver- 
dict should out he set aside and a mn-euh 
entertd, or a new trial had, or whether tbe 
Verdict should not be reduced by the sums 
ot S448U ami also by the amount of the in- 
ttri'sl, on ihe grounds presetnly adverted to. 

it is sufficient lor the purpose ol this judg- 
ment to advert to tho following us Ihe ma 
tenal lucts admitted and proved at the trial: 

There was evidence to prove, and it was 
not disputed ot the trial, that the said Glli- 
tivui Biio Wright had u money demand ul 
819, 298 on tbe Government ol Bri i-u Coiurn 
b o, ami hat a d. ht was due trotn the said 
(juo'ariia li.in IVngbl lo tbe plaintiff, aou 
subjecl id Iho question of interest us herein 
alter mentioned.

able, Irom the G jveii/ruont ol brunt) Colum- 
bia. 

That on the 13 h December, 18GI, having 
received Ir in the Col Dial Secretary ol 
Briiish Columbia letter addressed lo Lung, 
of w ion the following is a copy, ho buuded 
it lo Lang :

additional credit of about $10 000. 

Tbat upon signing tho none be gave Lang 
a letter dated 13th Decemhor, and also an 
order on tho Goverumeut in the following 
terms:

That be then, B9 before, informed Lang 
that 'be money would not enable bim to get 
through with his cngagomeots. 

Tbat Lang suggested ti is upplying to the 
plaintiff for assistance, and tha' be, ihe said 
G. B. Wright, thereupon proposed giving u 
draft to ihe laintill lor 89.000, payublo out 
oltheS19 298 

That uu the 31it December G. B. Wright 
gave a letter and drult tu ibe plaintiff in the 
lollowing terms:

Sir, -1 give to-day a

The terms of the letter were suggested by 
Lang, and before retui nine, them to tho plain 
till be took them to Lang and showed 
them to bim and he assenied thereto. 

Francis Tarbel, a wituoss examined on 
behulf of the plainlifl. stated lhat be was 
present at on inlerview between the plaiotifT 
und Lang, when Ling said that upoo pav 
tnent of tbe 819,000 by the Government he 
(Lanu) would pay the check lor S9 000 
drawn by the said G. B Wright in favor of 
the) plainiiQ; and that at another interview 
Lang said that the 89,090 would be paid on 
tbe Government paying the 819 000. 

Edgar Murvio, the plaintiff, deposed tbat 
on tha 3lst December, 18G4. ibe said G B 
Wright being then indebted to him io 81818, 
and also on a nole lor 82020, applied lor 
further assistance, alxting lhat the Govern- 
ment owed bim $19 000, and that Lang had 
advanood 810,000 oo the amount and had 
suggested bis applying for further assistance 
to the Bunk. That he bad drawn a check 
accordingly for. 89,000, payable 16th July, 
und bad addressed a letter to La-ig; and be 
at tbe same lime gova over the check and 
letter, already set forth, upon the faith and 
security of which l*a gave further pecuniary 
assistance to G B Wright. 

Tnat in the following March ooe Thorn is 
Wright be ng aboui to sue the said G. B. 
Wright, tha lailer made u proposition to the 
plaiotiff by which ho was to ui ■ e to the said

Thai the plaiooff, before assenting, hud an

That in consequence of this he signptl the

vV ti-ht'a al ornev ; lhat afltir be had doue so 
he look the $9000 check and latter to the 
Bank and told L uig what tin had done , and 
ihut lie (ihe plaiutitl) then brought the cueck 
and letter to leave with bim, at ibe requ si 
ol Thomas Wright's attorney, und u ked il I 
was necessary lo indorse the S9 11 00 check, 
to whion Ling replied thai il was not tieces 
surv until it became due; thai he handed Ibe 
otieck and letter It Luig, who called a cle.k 
and directed him lo put it uwuy. 

Henry Shodei another witness ex 
amiotd on behalf ol the plainiiQ, deposed 
lhat on the 4th April, 1865, the said 
Thomas Wright applied to Mm lor a loan on 
security of Ibu check lor 84880. That bolore 
ha Would lenl any money on it be went und 
saw Lang, showed bun the check und told 
nun that be bud bceu applied to lor it loan on 
the security ol it, and asked him it il wu- 
good : that he had been told ihul it was 
drawn against a check for 89,000, port of a 
<u m i»l $19 000 payable fro'n tne Government 
to G B Wrigh>, and whioh had been mad. 
over to the Batik us security fir 810.000 
they had advanced. Ling said he wusuwuri 
of ibu sctilemeuiB made between Thomas 
vVright and G B Wright and i but the lacts 
as state ! were correct. Tnat lie then asked 
Lang to accept the ohock for $4880. H>: re- 
plied ho could not do that, as il wuuld not he 
a banking transaction. 'That ho urged bim 
lo accept coudilionally, but the reply war- 
that the Government might never accept the 
roads, and ho would not uccopt the drult. 

That ho asked bim if the Bank had any 
claim on the $19,000 beyond the $10 000. 
The reply was, none whaievar. und thai il 
the Government puid Iho $1880 cheek aeuid 
bo paid, and be would notify me when Ihe 
money was paid. That he iben told Ling he 
should consider the check good und act upon 
it.

That he afterwards advanced money on 
the check. 

Godfrey Brown, cashier to the last witness 
and also called for the plaintiff, testified to ao 
interview with Lang, in which he told the 
witness tbat the check for 84880 waa perfects 
ly good and that money could be aaiely ad- 
vanced upon it to its amount ; and he cor- 
roborated the witness Rhodes as to the ad- 
vance. 

Oo behalf of the defendants tho said D M 
Lai g, the Bank Manager, was examined. 
He denied generally making any such agree- 
ment as that relied upon by the plaintiff, end 
on cross examination as lo the particular 
statement made by tho witnesses for Ih 
plaintiff answered that be did not recollect. 

The jury lou d that the s> id D M L ing 
acting on behalf of the delendsnis, agreed 
w th the pluinnfl to hold the $9 000 to his use 
when Iho $19,000 was received from the 
Government. 

It was admitted by the defendant's counsol 
that the said sum of Sl9 298 had heon duly 
paid hy the Government ol Blilish Columnia 
and received by lh;t defendants. G B Wright 
having overdrawn on hi* account nr ihe 
brunches ihe defendants h id pa-spd ihe whole 
sum to the credit ol G B Wright in liquida- 
tion of bis deht to the Bak, and reftaed lo 
pay tha 89 000. contending thai they bad a 
riiihi under ibe circumstances s i to d t. 

Upon the above statement of facts it was 
urged Oy the counsel for tbe defendants that 
there was no evidence lo go to the jury ol 
uny agreement independent o ( ihe document 
ol the3lstol December 1864; which io legal 
pflect is a Bill ul Exchange, and, cot being 
accepted in writing, is void. 

But ihe evidence is not that Lang express 
ly accepted that draft by parole, but thai be 
declined to accept it ; undertaking, -ha (***<*)*. 
to pay over tbe money when received to the 
plaintiff I think, therelorc. tbat there was 
ev denco ot an agreement altogether distinoi 
Irom that document to bold tbe money to 
plaintiff's use, aud tbe jury have lound the 
tact. Again, it was urged that ihe verdio 
was against the weight ol evidenoe. But I 
think it is impossible to read the evidence 
and coma to any suob conclusion. Indeed 
to my mind, the evidence not only prepondei- 
ales, but preponderates strongly, in favor 
of the plaintiff, and I entirely concur in ihe 
verdict. 

Then it was contended that if nny such 
agreement was made it was in tbe nature ol a 
guarantee, whioh by law must bo in wmiog 
and not having: been reduced into writing it 
was vuid. 

But I think that agreement relied on in tbe 
plaintifl's particulars and found by the jury is 
not in tbe future of a collateral, but a direct 
and original liability. It is oot an agreement 
to pay if another does not but il another does 
pay. Or in other words to bold money of and 
when received by ihe defendants to the use 
of the pluiouff. That such an undertaking 
creates an original and not a collateral liabil- 
ity was decided. 

Then it was contended that there waa oo 
consideration for Buoh a promise moving from 
the plaintiff. 

But it st ems to me that the new relation in 
which by such an agreement the parties mu- 
tually undertake to stand towards each other, 
in itself forms a good consideration, moving 
from each to ihe other. Moreover, upon the 
above fuels, 1 think there is no want of fur- 
ther consider to be snen, if any ferthor bo 
necessary. The position and liabilities of the 
parties were altered by ihe new arrangement, 
and Murvio, the plainiiQ. on tbo taitfs ol it, 
took upon himself a new responsibility 
Next it was said tbat Ihe action lor money 
had and received would not lie uuder tfe 
oircumstanoes. I can rind no ground in 
principle for such an objection and all the 
uuir.orities are the other way. 

Then it is said there was ro consideration 
lor the waiver ol the defendants' lion. But if 
the defendants chose voljotarily tu abandon 
their lien or to muko an agreement inconsist- 
ent with it, it was perfectly competent for 
ihem to do so in point of law, even withnu' 
consideration. If consideration were neces- 
sary I think it is lo be found The Bink 
were desirous that vV right Bhoold have fur- 
ther assistance and yet they were not them- 
selves disposed lo ri ake further advances, bm 
suggest the application to the plaintiff and 
allow the security to he used for the purpose 
oi inducing the plaintiff to nuke the advance 
The Bank held other senurinei against the 
overdrawn a-o iQot which they may have 
b en content with. Here, ihen, was ample 
nvnivfl unit consid.-rat ion. 

Again, il is contended that there is no 
evidence ol tbe extinction of any debt from 
(J B VV right to tbe plaint IT Bui io my mind 
ibe doctrine alluded io has no application to 
tne present case. As fur as rtspi-cis the 
agreement alle.-ed and found hy theju y 
loero is no debt to bj exlingui-bed II is 
simply a case of agency. Tne defendants 
agrsemg to hold certain lunds of and when 
received to the plaioiifl's use. Having so 
agreed they cunnot legally repudiate l hi 
authority under wiuoh they leceived il or ttie 
purpose for which it was received. 

Tneo it was contended that as in the 84880 
there was oo evidence of receipts lo tbo use 
of the plaintiff, he having appr priaied lhai 
sum io lavor of Thomas Wright beforo ihe 
receipt of tbo $9 000 by the defendant s. 

But I thiriK 10*1 although Ijo agreement 
to nppiupriute was before Ibe receipt the 
appropriation itself could only take pace 
alier the receipt, of ihe 89 000 lo the u-e ol 
trie plainufl Or in other words, it pre- 
supposes the oxisteoce ot the lurid out 
ol wh'ch it is io tie paid Had the defend- 
ants paid or cmo under a bii ding sgre.-meir 
to pay the 848S4 tu Thomas Wright lie might 
pernaps have pleaded it in conlession and 
avoidance, and so pro tanto reduced hi» 
liability in >be present uotioo. 

But the defendants have presented no issue 
to the jury upon any such airrpemant. They 
have not, in fict. paid ihe $4880 or any par' 
thereof to Thomas Wright, and according io 
tho evidence repudiated his claim altogether, 
claiming iho wholo fund in their own right. 

Whin Thomas Wright applies lor the 
81880 P'e Bank repudiate Marvin's cLtim to 
■be #9 000 out ot whioh it is lo be pt»id. 

Wh n Marv n sues for tbe 89 000 the 
Bank sot up the claim ol Wrigbi to deleal 
Ma via. I think this cannot legally be doo t 
Listly, il is suid that tbe jury have given 
more interest than the law allows. Wuh 
respect to ibis, it was agreed ut iho trial that 
the jury might give any rate of interest nol 
exceeding the current rate of 1 j.,' por coot, 
per U'OOtb, Buoject to bo reduced by ooDsont 
to whatever ihe Court upon subsequent con- 
sideration should consider legally payable. 
Looking to the O dio.incc of the 6ih March 
1807, I think ihat the rate must be reduced 
tu 1 per cent, per month for tbe six mouihs 



[ whioh ibe jury have allowed. 
'The rule will, then 



therefore, be mado absolute 
to reduce the vaidict accordingly, and tha 
verdict will stund lor tho pluinliO. As lo the 
residue— viz, $9,540—1 think the written 
den aud sufficient to entitle the plaintiff to 
claim interest from March, 1867.
